28tb t-ebruar>}; but ibe LoodoD Times con- 
taioa ail ariicie, deuigaed and c&lculctted to 
tbiow cold wuie.- on tho scbenio, in tbe 
OLUiseuf which it coufeiideij that it is in^possi 
ble to predict what will bo the luiure ol tho 
Cuaftderucy , and Bays Ihiit Kii^'luiid lias Icnj^ 
since censed lo regiiid the '' CDlonius iin 
Bourceg of profit, blren^'h and influence ; or 
aa a medium thiough vihicii the JLi[iti^h type 
is 10 be idipreteed on the fut'ire of niuiikim)." 
However, ibe dinner was a very bucccssIuI 
aUalri aod tbe bill having passed, tbe " dcsi'- 
tioy" of tbe "now Daiiou" will bood make 
ilsell " manifest." The papers contain some 
inteiestiog details of tbe openiog o' Purliu> 
meot on tbe 5ib February by Uor Uujesly. 
A cold ood dreory moiDiog nehered in. a 
rainy, hen vy day, ond tho popu'ar bei'cl or 
■uperstitioD that such royal pageants are 
specially favored with fine weather, or 
'■ Q'nen'g weather," as ibey lirin u, utterly 
failed of rcalizdlion in Uiie iostance. The 
Queen arrived at Buckingham Pulaco Irom 
AViadaor at eleven o'clock in tho nnorni'ig. 
She was met by ihe Cabinet niiiiisiers i.nd 
great ofliuers of Stale, the hcralda, pu'M:i- 
VBDts apd.otber Jaoctiooariea, when Ibe |iio- 
ce«8ioD was formed, Tbe processioo left 
Bockiugbam Pulaee at ooa o'clock in the 
•ficioooD. 1 here was a fioe display of inili>) 
tary, but tbe plumes of tbe soldiers tvete 
draggled and their nniforme rendered doll 
with heavy epaikles of rain. There were 
large uannbcre, cruwda of people out, but 
they were almoBl hidden under a foiont ol 
expanded umbrellas. On rfiachinf; ihe Pur- 
lianient the bccdo in the House ol Lords was 
matjnificBnt. Tbu Dijbilily, iucliidiog ihc 
peers, their wives and dignitaries of the 
Church, were preseui in {;orgeou3 cosiuiiiee 
and rubes. Tbe peeresses and other ladict< 
«ere;iin , full, dress, their costutnes glittciing 
witb' dlBtnoiids. Queea Yicloria, who was 
■uperbly robed, was daly aonoanced by tbe 
beralds, and was received on cDteriog the 
Hoase by the Tad aadieocn rising to their 
feet. lier'Majesty asoeaded tbe tbrone, the 
Premier of l^ugidud, the Lord Chancellor 
aod other ofFicers of the Crovvn taking their 
proper positions near her. 'i'bo members of 
Ibe Uouse of Commons having been duly 
snmrnuaed, a large number of tbe honorable 
genllemeu attended at ll.c buret the HjiiscoI 
Lords. When Bilcnce was obtaiucd the 
Queen rose aud^reajd ber »peecb in a clear 
and tirin tone of voice. At the oaoclusion ul 
the ►peech iho fewsion o( PnriiHrnent uus 
declaiud duly opeue'l, und tho ru\al coiieiic 
liaviuy reluruied relumed to Kuckiuiitiiiin 
Pulacu. I tie pcene at ihe reiurii wus even, 
il p08Kible, mine dinuidl ilian lhal un ihe ap- 
proach. Kveiybudy lu ibo crowd was ihor- 
cugbly eoaiied witb ibe raio. Many ot our 
£ut{li»b 'eadets will cull to mind the fioe old 
paristi church '. I Croyilou — a buildiiif; (jI j. real 
auliquiiy and one ol the inosi bduuiilol hiruc- 
lurea in Kugiuud. 'I lua etiui ch had heen dt- 
Etruyed by lire — roibmg fuved e.\ctpt ihe 
tuMcr, Tbe ohancel, or raibur the cbainiies. 
OODiuioed muuuinents o( uu less than si:: 
aichbiHbop:!, all more or Itea moguifloenl— 
namely ol Archbishop Griudall, Mho died in 
1S83; ArchDithup WlniKiii, win. die.l i,i 
l(jo3 ; Atchbii-lii'P Slieiiluii, lii'il , Arch- 
biHi.op W uke, 17. (i; Aic!iOibhM() I'uutr, 
1747 ; and Archinnliui) Herrings, 1774. John 
Blight auu Mr Gariii, both Al P. 'a, are en- 
gaged lu quill) a lively newi-pup'. i coniro- 
Tul«y,f;rOWjng out ol sumo reinnrus nl iVlr 
Uarib ut a rtceut eleciiou meeiiiig, in which 
be chained ihat .Mr briylit hud tjcen honied 
by hiH own wui kiJeoplK, and I liut he uecliiieil 
tu bubcciibe to the Liii.CH8liiru ruiiel liiiid 
Hr Urigiii denounceet Mt Garib a.'^ a slan- 
derer, and declared Iho Blaieinvnla to be 
wtiully and atiduluiely lalse. and uJded ihiil 
Mr Uurtb %\ould not Ualu to repeal ihein in 
bis preoencu. To tbis .MrU.irth replied tbui 
be bai.ed hiri a'alen ems upon usneilioiis made 
by Mr Ferraud and I'upe Uliii Cf.sy in laie 
political speeches. liilghl rejoined : '' Un 
« reTien uf your epeeub and your letter, 1 
come to this cuuolua on — that you uish^jd to 
get iLio Purliauieni, iind were nol paiiiculur 
us to tbe jialb which niii;h; lend lu it.

gunge, and theitiiore, instead ol coocludin;; 
my letter in tbe agreeable form wbiuh you 
have iboughi proper tu adopt, I bi'g to t.ub- 
Ecribe iiijfelt, wiih conveniional cuurte.Hy." 
It is 10 be regretted that, tho days of duelling 
are over, or tnese political Hotspurs would 
have an opporlunily ol tbedOiog Bninelhin;; 
thicker Itiaii li.k. \ lerilble caliiniiiy touk 
place lu Kegeui's Par|i on tho evening nl the 
16ib Jauuury, just, as il was growing dark, a 
little beloie luui o.'clock. The Irost waa not 
eo keen as it hud beeu, and the ice liaii been 
Weakened by bem^ cm round tho sliuro near 
privaiu hou.-es, in Older to prevent skatinj' 
IresjiasbeiB Iruin invading the gariJens. A 
gieal many furuinalely had ulrcaJy lefl llie 
ice us dai guruua, bul there were still prob- 
ably 2UU okaiets and sliders apoo it, wbeo il 
gave way all ut once ia a hundred difl'erent 
places, and most ot those then on ttie ico lell 
iuto water twelve icet deep. Alucli lliu 
greater number were uvontuaily either a'lle 
lo escape lor lhem?ulves ur were reiiceeil, hul 
DO le«s than llility-bcveii corpfcs had been 
louad. TtiO agltut oil and screams uf ihu by> 
Slanders, n any ol wbom saw ttieir childreo, 
or broibers, or busbunds drcwning before 
iheir eyes, weroeveo more terrible llian tho 
cries ol the drowning. Ono lady saw her 
huobaud drowu, while iwo olliers were 
Bcieaming in tbe greatest agony tor some 
cue tu Buve ih^ir brother. Children went 
down crying to ttieir mothers lor help whore 
none cuuld be giveut Tbe loe was too rotten 
to hold, and loiKihick lur awimiiiers tu puiie> 
trato. Tbe huats ciual.od iheir way tluou;;b 
it al a enail'H pac,- with tho greaiost diUi- 
culty. Mui.y wero euved by ropes, ul whicii. 
bowever, there werj not u quarter cnouit'i 
at baod fur an accident on such u scale. It 
was uioiu than ao boar before all those who 
were clinging to the lioea were rescued. 
Beveral died alierwards wbu were not 
drowoed,aod lilmosl all iheeo. it is said, were 
dviiriuua, suppoviug ibeusulves to be awirn* 
puog nalctaea during tba bight. Many ol Ibo 



rescued were takeu to private houses in the 
park, Gibers to tho Marylobuiie Workh(iU90. 
TLoMaiquigol IC.'iolci diid on the lO^h of 
January. lie was tbo desconilant of Eliz.i- 
beih's Lord Burghley, the sun of Alies Sarah 
Hopclns — the original «;f Tecnyeon's " Lady 
of Burlei,,h," aud said lo have been woitliy 
of ihe poem — and tho preale.^t horse-racer in 
tho world. In piililics his only uchiuveiiieiit 
was as Grand Kleclor of Siainlurd,to rolurn 
Lord Oenborne to the Housh of Coininons 
The Morning Post says Ibu cauee of all 
Inmines in lidia is iovariahly drought. Fur 
many montba no rain falls ; the. rimsand tbe 
springs are dried up; the urlil Roil bakes 
undtrlhe ecorching rays of tbo pun, and 
every plant which gives sunlenanco lu man is 
actually burnt in tbo urunnd. Ihis is the 
short history of ihe cause which oeua^i(lllB 
lainine in India and which bu.<;. on ihe pris- 
enl occasion, uotUHlly «<woiii into eternity be- 
tween five and sia hundred thousanil beings 
Iroin sbeer want. The only quesiions, there- 
loia which present themselves for iho con- 
sideration ol tbosn tu whom Ilin uoverninonl

Irom it.M ad plioii ? 'I' lO I^Iorning .Post 
cloubrM wbeiber coinpul.'.-ory o liicaiioii wuiiM 
be submitted tu by the class it is intended 
to be-iielit. That IS merely half o( the ililfi- 
cully ; Blill it is tho bull wliich, il mul'.itudts 
i re 10 dictate or to govern, should be cure- 
fully p.xamiued. Tbe obligation which would 
be recognised by comfiulaory educiif.on in 
coinprebeneivn, anil, as the Uerinaiis express 
il, many-sided. If the Slate provides fur ilie 
instruction of the peeiplc, tho State nuiy re- 
quire service in reluni, and on the same 
system, Tho Bi-hnprie of Calcutta, whieti 
bus been going a-begging (or an incoinljeni, 
ever since Bishop Cotton was drownod in 
iho Hooub'y, has nt last been Bcccpied by 
the Kev.

I ho demand made by tho Knip'ror of ilio 
French alter thesigiialnre ot Ihe preliiiiiriaricM 
id peace boiweeu Austria and I'lU^ila. 
Prussia was requested, says tbis panor, lo 
consider the propriety of compenfaling France 
wilb Saarlouis, baarbruck and their conl 
lields, the Palatinate, aud Kbcnan Hesse — 
ttfrritiiries which, be il remembered, cnutain 
Alaycnco ond Landnu. Prussia, moreover, 
was lo resign ber right of garrisoning Lvxeni 
bimrg— leaving that task, we presume, to the 
King of Holland. Thesn propusali wero re- 
jected at once, and M. Drnuyn de Lbuys, 
through whom they were made, was com- 
pelled to resign. Tho old difficulty about 
ibi.s statement still remains. What cciu'd 
li.TVB induced Napoleon to expose liim^ell and 
Fiance tu th-t humiliation ol a demand cer- 
tain to be refused? That biota may have 
been given to Prussia us lo what Napoleon 
would elemand, i-hould all Germai y be united, 
is very probable, and may havo lieeii one 
rcu.son why tbe [-"ru-sians slopped short bu- 
lore Vienna. The llussiaii Goti rninent has 
ut length made an end ofiiMally ot Iceland. 
By three decrees dated 19ih December — 
O. S. — the Czar merges Poland io Uassin, 
destroys ber separate financial and postal ud- 
niiiiielration, and rtdivides her into five (Jov- 
ernrnonts. which will be gradually as-iini- 
laled to Ilussuiii Guveiiiuieiild in every 
rflspect.

1 hope t al the war in which I'lii-^ia, Ans- 
liia and Italy Imve been eiiijaL'id, in iy lead 
lo the e8lubli^hmeIlt ol a durnlilo pi-acii in 
Euro|)e. 1 have NUirgesieil to Ihe Uiivern- 
ment ol the United Stales a inodu by which 
Ibe questions peodiog between tbe two 
counii It 8 arising; out of the civil war may 
receive no amicable toluliori, and whiidi. il 
met, as 1 iru-it it will be, in a corrt!.s|i(iu(l'riii 
spirit, will remove all grouodi of po-j^-ible 
niisuiidei'sluoding, a: d prom ito relu'ioiis ui 
cordial triendship. Tbe vvar between iSpuin 
and tbe republics of ('hili and iVru still 
continues — ihe good oflSoes of my (iovcm-. 
meot in cor junction with that of the F.in[;er 
or ol the French, havii g f,iili-d in (tli-ci, a 
reconciliation. If eiiber by ugreeiiionl 
helvveen the puj-lies tlieiriselves, or by the 
mediation ol any other friendly power, peace 
stiould he rosiortd, the objects which I hiive 
had in view will be equally attained. Tbe 
discontent prevailing in some of the Pro> 
vinces of the Turkish Empire, has broken 
out in acinal insurrection in Crete. In 
common wiiti my allies — the FIniperor of the 
Fiencb ai.d the Foiperor of Jlussii — I hnvu 
abstain d Irom any active inlorference in 
ihe?c inieriial disiurbaiices, but j'lint (Boris 
havo been direeted to briiit;irig nlmut imi rov- 
etl rehiiioiis between tbo I'orie and its 
Christian sul'ji'Cls, not incon,Histeiil wi ll llie 
soveruign ligriis ol the Siiliaii. 

The protracttd iiegotiaiions which anise 
nut I I the acueptaiicd by Princu Charles ol 
Huhenzollern ol the Guvern')rsbip of tbe Oa- 
nubian Principalities, havo been happily 
lerniiiiatRd by an arran/fernent which lias 
been sanctiooed by the comMii-renco of all 
ihe Power.* sii-naluries o: the treaties ol the 
treaty ol 18G5. 

l{e.-olnti ir:B in favour ol a more intimate 
union uf the Province.-) uf Cauada, Nova 
.Snot 111 and New Brunswick, have been 
|)a,H?ed tiy their several Legislatures and 
delegates duly authoriZ"(l and reprexennog 
all oliisses (if colonial pariy arid opiiiiiui 
have concurred in the couditions upon winch 
such a union may bo besleSVcied in .icenrd-

Tho 
praservering eQurts, and unaoropnlous asser- 
tions of Ireasnnable conspirators have, during 
tbo liii!' imtuinn, e.xciieil the hopes uf some 
disrillecied persons in lielainl, iiiiil tho iippre- 
beiisKnis ol Ibe loyal populalioii, but ibi; linn 
and tem|ioralo exeiciao ol tho powers cntru^l- 
ed to the Executive, and iho hostility niaiii- 
lested against tbe oonspiracy by men ol all 
oinses and creeds have hate greatly tended 
to restore public oonQdonce, and have ren- 
dered hop. leFs and attempt to dislurb tho 
general tranquility. I iru t that you wili 
consequontly bo enabled to dispeiisu with 
the coiitinuaiicii of any o.xc.-pUonal logislu- ^ 
tion lor that part uf my duininiims, 

I nsknowludgo wilb deep thankfulness in 
Almighty Uod that the great deoroase which 
has taken place in tbe oholera ami in the 
pest which has attackeil our ciitlio ; but the 
continued prevaluncu ol tbo latter in souio 
foreign countrieH, and its occusiooul ro- 
appeuranco in this, will render necessary 
some special inonsuios of precaution, and I 
tiust that ihe visitation ol tho former will 
lead to increased atto.iiion lo those panitury 
measures whioh experience ban shown tu bo 
tbo best preventlan. 

Estimating as of tbo higbost importaooo, 
BO adequate supply of pure and wholesome 



water, I have directed 'ho issue nfa Commis- 
siou to ei quire into tbo betil laeana of per- 
manently securing such a rupply (or the 
metropolis, un l lor tho i^riouipul towns in 
Ibe densely peopled districts ot tbe King" 
■dom.f<;._^-. 

Genllemen'of the House of Commons : — 

I havo directed tbo estimates for tbe 
ensuing year to bo laid boloro you. They 
have been prepared with a due regard to 
econuiny and the requirenienis of tho | ubiio 
service. You will, 1 am asfured, give your 
ready assent to a inodorBte expenditure, Oi I- 
cuiated. to jmproTe the state, of my soldiers 
arid to lay tbe foundatibds' of an efficient 
army to refcrvo. 
liji/ Lords and Gentlemen : — 

Your attention will agnn be called lo Iho

Application will bo made 
to you lor parliameotsry powers which will 
be iiPcressary to make this enquiry etitctive, 
I have d reeled bills to be laid beloro you 
for llie oxien.'iion toother inule.i of tbo beno- 
(icial provisions nf Ihe Factory Acts, eppeci- 
ally reported by tho tloyal Commission on 
Ibu eiiiployment of cbililron, and lor the 
belter regulation according to the priuciple 
of those Acts of wor^bops where womeu and 
childreo are largely employoii. 

The' condition o( tbe mercantile marine 
has atlriicied my serious attention. Coni- 
plaiiils are rnadu that the sunply uf seamen 
il deticient, and the provision lor their health 
and discipline on board ship are in perlect. 
Measures will be submitted to you with a 
view 10 increase the tlBoiency of ihis import- 
ant service. 

1 have obsrrvei! iviih satisf:4Ction tbo ro- 
la.\,it loo rei;ei]lly iiilrrKluced inio tbo i.iivi- 
cathin lawu of France. I have cspressed to 
ibe l'",inperor my readinofs to submit to Par- 
liament a proposal lor tiin cxtinclion, on 
equitable terms, ol the exemption, Irom local 
charges on shipping wbioh are siill enjoyed 
by a uumber ul individuals io British pons, 
iiiid h.wt>, in nniicipaton of this step, alruudy 
admitted Uritisb ships lo the advantages ol 
tho l ew law. A Bill u|)on ibis sulijtct will 
lortliwiili be laid beloro you. 

A bill will niso be sabDiittod to you, (or 
making better i rovisiou for the arrangement 
uf tbe iiflairs of railway compauiea which aio 
unable lo meet engagements. 

Measures will be submitted to you for im 
proving itio loauagement of ttio sick and 
other poor in tho metropolis, and lor a rei 
distribution ot some of theuhargcs for reliel 
till rein. 

Your atteulion wi'.l also be called to the 
amendment ot tbe law of bankruptcy, to the 

consolidation of the Courts of Probate aud 
Divorce, and Admiriilty, and to the means ol 
dis|iosiiig with greater ili'.^pateh and frequency 
0*' tho incrcasiiig busioe.-a in the Superior 
tjoiirts ol Coininon I^iiw, and nt the Astizea. 

The relations bi.'lween landlord and tenant 
in Ireland have encaged iny attention, and a 
Bill will bo laid before you, wliieli, without 
iiiterlering with the rights of property wi^l 
oder direct eacouragement to occuptera of 
hinj to improve tbeir boldiogs and provide a 
simple mode of obtaioiag compensation fur 
permauool improvement. 

I commend to your earefal coosideration 
these and other measures which will be 
brought before you, and I pray that your 
lutioiirs may, under the blessing ot Providence, 
cunducB to Iho pro»perity of the country aud 
the happiness of roy people.
